pretended Prince of Wales writ nothing to his Mo- 
ther, only tha, we had been a litle Sea-fick, but was 
intirely we! again, and that accordivg to the cal- 
culation of his Pilo's he boe’d to land in Scotland 
the next day, the Wind being very favourable. 
Count Forbis writ hkewife ca the King, that from 
the cime he fail’d ou: of Newport Road, he bad 
heard no ving of the Ene ’’s Fleet,and that he made 
noqueftion bur thet he sould be ableto land his For- 
ces, evea though ke were parfu'd by Admiral Byng. 
Tue Captain cf che Frigate that brought this News 
to Dunkirk, reports neverthe'els, that 6 Hours af- 
ter he left Count Vorbin’s Fleer, he difcover’d 
that of the Enemy, ftandisg after them with a fair 
Wind. Since this we have had no News of our 
Fleet, which makes ic believ’d at Court, tbat the 
pretended Prince of Wales is landed in Scotland ; 
that the Fleer did not purfne ours very far, 
but lags behind on purpofe to hinder any Advice- 
Boat {rom bringing ‘he News of this Detcent to our 
Coafts. Our laft Advices from Madrid fay, that 
the Dake of Orleans has difparch’d two of his Aides 
de-Camp, one io the Frontier: of Catalonia, and 
the other to Badajox in #ftramadura, with Orders 
to form at Cafpe on rhe 20th of this Month the Ar- 
my which bimfelf is to command, and at Valencia 
Alcantara that which is defign’d to againf 
Portugal: That the Troops were already in full March 
towards thofe two Places of general Rendezvous : 
That the Duke of Orleans was to leave Madrid on 
the 20th of this Month in Order totake the Field ; 
and that King Philip was likewife ro fer forward 
from thence on che 1ft of April, bar thatit was not 
know for certain whether his Majefty defign’d to go 
to the Army in Catalonia, or to that in Eftrama- 
dura, 

Hague, April 3. Yefterday an Exprefs arriv'’d 
from Bruffels, fent by d’ Auverqzerque: It does 
oot tadeed confirm the Report we had of the rotal 
Defeat of the Brench Fleet that went from Dun- 
vik 5 but it brings us neverthelefs the welcome 
swcver, that Admiral Byng had given Chace to that 
«eet, and f{eatrer’d it, infomoch that the Enemy’s 
ciga of makiny 2 Defcent in Scotland is come to 
Aud M. a’ Auverquerqne adds, thst he 
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tended the 1 Inflant to caufe the Canon at Benffels 
and in ail the other Places of Brabanc co be fir'd, 
by way of R:joycing for this happy Succefs. His 
Excellency intended to come hither in a fhore time, 
but had not then fix’d the Day of his Departure 
from Bruffels. Prince Eugene is likewile expected 
here by the End of this Week, as we hear by an 
Exprefs that came hicieron Sanday laft in 5 Days 
from the Court of Vienna.
